BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


SIR HARRISON BIRTWISTLE, DOCTOR OF MUSIC 

Sir Harrison Birtwistle was awarded the Honorary Doctor of Music degree 
at a concert of his works in Finney Chapel on May 6, 2005. He was presented 
by Professor of Music Composition Lewis Nielson. 

Sir Birtwistle is “literally one of a handful of composers who will be viewed 
as completely essential to the second half of the 20th century and absolutely 
vital to the continuity of contemporary music in the present,” says Lewis 
Nelson, director of the Conservatory’s Division of Contemporary Music and 
chair of the composition department. 

Recent works by Sir Harrison include Exody, premiered by the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra and Daniel Barenboim; Panic, which received a high-pro- 
file premiere at the Last Night of the 1995 BBC Proms with an estimated 
worldwide audience of 100 million; and The Shadow of Night commissioned by 
the Cleveland Orchestra and Christoph von Dohnanyi.

ADAM MOSS ’79, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 

Adam Moss earned a BA degree from Oberlin in 1979. As a student, he was 
an outstanding editor of the Oberlin Review, a harbinger of things to come. 

“For many years, Moss has been a key player in New York media and he is 
widely acknowledged as one of the most talented editors in the industry. He pos- 
sesses an uncanny ability to produce award-winning magazines that are 
provocative, intelligent, and insightful,” said Anup Bagaria, chief executive 
officer of New York Media Holdings, in Business Wire, when Moss was named 
editor-in-chief of New York Magazine in 2004. 

Moss’ first job in journalism was as a copy boy at the New York Times. He 
went to Rolling Stone, then to Esquire, rising to deputy editor before becoming 
the founding editor of the award-winning New York weekly magazine 7 Days 
in 1988. 

Moss was a consulting editor to the New York Times in 1990 and 1991. He 


WILLIAM FREDERICK SCHULZ III ’71, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 

An expert on civil rights and human rights records worldwide, William 
Frederick Schulz has served as executive director of Amnesty International 
USA since 1994, 

He has traveled extensively on investigative missions, including a 1997 mis- 
sion to Liberia to investigate atrocities committed during that country’s civil 
war. Two years later he flew to Northern Ireland, where he urged participants in 
the peace process to include human rights protections in their negotiations. 

In September 2004, he traveled to another crucible of violence, Darfur, in 
southern Sudan, where Amnesty delegates spent considerable time in the 
refugee camps listening to horror stories from victims of the genocide. 

Throughout his 27-year career, he has spoken out in Opposition to the death 
penalty; supported women’s rights, gay and lesbian rights, and racial justice; 
organized demonstrations; and written extensively on behalf of all four causes, 
including his 2003 book Tainted Legacy: 9/11 and the Ruin of Human Rights. 
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ensemble on poetry by Paul Celan, was released by Teldec and won the 2002 
Gramophone Award for best contemporary recording. 

Sir Harrison, who was knighted in 1988, received the Ernst von Siemens 
Music Prize, Germany’s most prestigious music award, in 1995. 

His 70th birthday celebrations during 2004 featured the premiere of two of 
his works, The Io Passion for Aldeburgh Almeida Opera and Night’s Black Bird 
commissioned by Roche for the Lucerne Festival. 

New works will be performed during 2005 by the Nash Ensemble and at the 
Aldeburgh Festival. Future plans include new works, including a stage work, for 
the Royal Opera House Covent Garden, for 2007 and 2008. 

Sir Harrison is currently director of composition at the Royal College of 
Music in London, the Henry Purcell professor of composition at King’s College 
London, and composer-in-residence with the London Philharmonic Orchestra at 
the South Bank Centre. 


joined the New York Times Magazine as editorial director in 1993 and was 
named its editor in 1998. In 2000, he assumed the role of associate managing 
editor of the New York Times, while remaining editor of the New York Times 
Magazine. In 2003 the New York Times named Moss assistant managing editor 
for features, overseeing the culture and style sections, the New York Times 
Magazine, the book review, travel, circuits, real estate, escapes, and special sec- 
tions. 

Under his leadership, the magazine was twice a finalist for the Pulitzer Prize, 
and the issue “Talking About Race” was part of the Times series that won the 
Pulitzer Prize for national reporting in 2001. 

The Columbia Journalism Review named Moss one of the “10 Best 
Magazine Editors” in 2000, and AdvertisingAge dubbed him “Editor of the 
Year” in 2001. 


Schulz has appeared frequently on radio and television programs, including 
60 Minutes, 20/20, The Today Show, and Good Morning America as well as on 
programs on NPR, the BBC, and CNN, among others. He is published and wide- 
ly read in newspapers and magazines throughout the U.S. 

An ordained Unitarian Universalist minister, Schulz was president of the 
Unitarian Universalist Association of Congregations for eight years. 

During his visit to campus in September 2004, Schulz was presented with 
the Alumni Association’s Distinguished Achievement Award. Presenter and fel- 
low classmate Wendell Russell ’71 praised Schulz’s career as “representing the 
best of Oberlin’s values of internationalism, social justice, and the advancement 
of human rights.” 

The recipient of numerous human rights awards, Schulz was named one of 
the “World’s 365 Most Influential People” by the Pray 365 Project and chosen 
“Humanist of the Year” by the American Humanist Association in 2000. 


BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON RETIRING MEMBERS OF THE FACULTY AND STAFF 


This Commencement we honor six members of our faculty and administrative staff who are retiring from formal teaching and administrative service to the Oberlin 
community: Lisa Goode Crawford, Ronald J. DiCenzo, Margaret Sahs Erikson, Norman David Henderson, Dennis Noel Luck, and Judith Beinstein Miller. 


LISA GOODE CRAWFORD, PROFESSOR OF HARPSICHORD 


For the past 32 years, Lisa Goode Crawford’s name has become 
synonymous with Oberlin’s Early Music program, one of the first and foremost 
venues for the current renaissance in historically correct performance practice 
using Baroque instruments. She is a teacher, performer, and scholar, dedicated 
to the highest standards in all three areas, and committed to restoring the canon 
of 17th and early 18th century great works to their former glory. Under her 
leadership, the Oberlin Baroque Ensemble became an ambassador for this 
world-wide revival, performing at the Smithsonian Institution, the Kennedy 
Center, the Boston Museum of Fine Arts, the Frick Collection in New York, and 
abroad in Europe and Asia. She has taught hundreds of remarkable 


harpsichordists who left Oberlin with a mission to transform the world of Early 
Music. As a scholar, she edited the harpsichord music of Pancrace Royer, and in 
doing so discovered a little-known gem of his, an opera-ballet, Le Pouvoir de 
l’Amour (1743). It became her goal to stage an historically accurate modern 
premier of the work and publish a critical edition of the score. With the 
assistance of the New York Baroque Dance Company, the Centre de Musique 
Baroque de Versailles, and dozens of present and past Oberlin students, the 
revival made music history as a successful collaboration of professionals and 
students, and brought the Oberlin Early Music program to the attention of the 
New York Times, the Wall Street Journal, and music world at large. 


RONALD J. DICENZO, PROFESSOR OF HISTORY AND EAST ASIAN STUDIES 


Throughout his 33 years at Oberlin, Ronald J. DiCenzo has distinguished 
himself as a skilled and charismatic teacher. Winner of the first Oberlin 
Distinguished Teaching Award in 1997, his engaging lectures have always 
reflected the latest scholarship in Japanese history. Year after year he has taught 
to large enrollments, yet maintained lively discussions and a_ personal 
relationship with students. Written assignments, though numerous, were 
returned to students with copious comments. He has been equally inspiring to 
first-year students and seniors alike, in classes from survey courses to research 
seminars, attracting large numbers to the study of Japanese history and 
language, and earning superlative student evaluations. He has advised dozens of 
students each year and supervised numerous private readings, giving 


unstintingly of his time, energy, and wisdom. As a colleague, he has served both 
the History department and East Asian Studies program, shouldering double 
responsibility for personnel decisions, meetings, and administrative duties (he 
was departmental chair for three years, program director for six). His work on 
the Fellowship Committee, as campus liaison at various times for Fulbright, 
Marshall, Luce, and Watson Fellowships, has been particularly demanding and 
significant, as measured by Oberlin students’ consistent success in winning 
these prestigious awards. He has two important translations in process, which 
will be valuable additions to primary materials in English for students of 
Japanese history and culture. 


MARGARET SAHS ERIKSON, DIRECTOR OF ALUMNI ON-CAMPUS ACTIVITIES 


After 23 years working for Oberlin College, Margaret Sahs Erikson, has 
retired from her position as director of Alumni On-Campus Affairs. Her long 
Oberlin history began, much earlier, however, as a member of the Oberlin Class 
of 1962. Before coming to the Alumni Office in 1989, she was assistant director 
of Residential Life and Services/Judicial coordinator, responsible, among other 
things, for overseeing Oberlin’s Judicial Board and providing confidential 
administrative support for its proceedings. In the Alumni Office, she assisted the 
executive director in planning and implementing activities for alumni returning 
to campus for Commencement/Reunion Weekend, and Alumni Council 
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Weekend. She has also been in charge of the special interest group reunions. She 
served as staff liaison to the Alumni Association Awards Committee and the 
John Heisman Club, and also organized special College departmental events 
like the Conference on Law and Social Change in the 21“ Century in November 
2003, which drew heavily upon alumni as participants. She was a very active 
member of the Administrative and Professional Staff organization, serving 15 
years on the A&PS Grievance Committee (chair 7 years), and 13 years on A&PS 
Council, as well as on other committees; in those capacities she has contributed 
greatly to the Oberlin community.

NORMAN DAVID HENDERSON, PROFESSOR OF PSYCHOLOGY 


Norman David Henderson has been a distinguished member of the Oberlin 
faculty for 45 years. He has regularly coordinated the large team-taught 
introductory psychology course, and was a student favorite in evaluations for his 
clarity and engaging style. His upper-level research courses in quantitative 
methods and advanced statistical analysis were intensive and difficult, yet he 
had a gift for making classes interesting and lively, and his class enrollments 
always exceeded expectations. His expertise and extraordinary efforts, 
especially in reworking the Research Methods course, guaranteed that 
Psychology majors at Oberlin would have top-notch undergraduate training in 
research methods. As executive editor from 1998-2001 of Behavior Genetics, 


DENNIS NOEL LUCK, PROFESSOR OF BIOLOGY 


Dennis N. Luck retires after 33 years at Oberlin. The recipient of Oberlin’s 
2001 Distinguished Teaching Award in the Natural Sciences, he often undertook 
larger than usual teaching loads. His classes and laboratories frequently 
included students from many backgrounds seeking to meet the requirements of 
Biology, Biochemistry, and Neuroscience majors. His lecturing style was known 
for its clarity, insight, and enthusiasm, and his dedication to student success was 
exemplified by his regular in-class review sessions. His sterling command of his 
field prompted several science faculty colleagues to audit his lectures in Cell 
and Molecular Biology. Skillful preparation of laboratory materials enabled 
some of his students to generate molecular variants of the protein hormone 
prolactin, thereby contributing to scientific research as undergraduates. In 


JUDITH BEINSTEIN MILLER, PROFESSOR OF PSYCHOLOGY 


For 33 years, Judith Beinstein Miller has been a distinguished member of the 
Oberlin faculty, first in the Communication Studies program, and then in the 
Psychology department. Throughout her tenure at Oberlin, she has shown a 
remarkable penchant for hard work and flexibility. She has always been a 
specialist in gender, communication, and cognitive processes that influence 
relationship behavior. But she has also developed fresh areas of expertise, 
specifically in preparing new laboratories and data sets for the Psychology 
department’s Research Methods course. She enjoyed exceptionally high student 
evaluations in her classes and heavy advising loads, evidence of her 


the premier journal in the field, and for his own ground-breaking research in 
identifying chromosomal regions that influence anxiety-related behavior in 
mice, his contributions to behavioral genetics have been numerous and 
noteworthy. In 2003, he was awarded the Dobzhansky Memorial Award for a 
lifetime of outstanding scholarship in behavior genetics given by the Behavioral 
Genetics Association. This award recognized his many invited presentations at 
scientific conferences, his major research publications and posters, and his 
twice-held position as president of the Behavioral Genetics Association. The 
high regard in which he has been held by his students and peers has resulted in 
an endowed professorship in his name at Oberlin. 


addition to counseling advisees and honors students, he has mentored several 
research students, taking pains to ensure their command of microbiology 
theories and laboratory techniques, and investing much time and effort in the 
process. He was invited to contribute an article on biotechnology in a new 
encyclopedia on genetics; he has also shared this expertise in genetic 
engineering with the new Oberlin Bioinformatics Study Group. He has served 
several times on National Science Foundation review boards to evaluate 
graduate research fellowship proposals and was an invited participant at the 
Gordon Research Conference on Prolactin, both indicative of the high regard 
with which his work is held by his peers.
